whereas 'Annapolis' is resistant. 



'Evangeline' is a very early to early season Jime-bearing 
strawberry variety whereas 'Veestar' and 'Annapolis' are 
very early and early season varieties respectively. Plants of 
'Evangeline' have medium density with strong vigour 
whereas 'Veestar' has medium vigour and 'Annapolis' has 
medium to strong vigour. The leaves have 3 leaflets, weak 
blistering, are medium green on the upper side with a

'Evangeline' flowers very early to early whereas 
'Annapolis* flowers early. The inflorescence of 
'Evangeline' is positioned level with the foliage whereas it 
is beneath the foliage in ' Veesiar' and beneath to level with 
the foliage in 'Annapolis'. The flowers of 'Evangeline' are 
medium to large in size whereas they are medium-sized in 
the reference varieties. The diameter of the inner calyx of 
'Evangeline' relative to the outer calyx is die same size 
compared to 'Veestar' where the inner calyx is the same 
size to larger than the outer calyx. Spacing of the petals of 
'Evangeline' are touching compared to 'Veestar' which are 
touching to overlapping. The length/width ratio of the 
petals of 'Evangeline' is longer than broad to much longer 
than broad whereas they are broader than long to as long as 
broad in 'Veestar'. Attitude of the fruiting truss of 
'Evangeline* at first picking is erect to semi-erect and 
medium in length compared to the references which have a 
semi-erect to prostrate fruiting truss. 

The fruit of 'Evangeline* and * Veestar' are as long as 
broad to longer than broad whereas in 'Annapolis' the fruit 
are broader than long. The fruit size of 'Evangeline' is 
medium compared to 'Veestar* which is very small to 
small. Fruit is conical in shape however it is more conical 
than 'Annapolis* and conical to almost cylindrical in 
'Veestar*. Differences in shape between primary and 
secondary fruit of 'Evangeline' are none or very slight 
whereas they are slight in 'Veestar*. The band without 
achenes is narrow. The fruit surface of 'Evangeline* is 
smooth whereas it has medium unevenness in 'Veestar' and 
weak in 'Annapolis*. Skin colour of 'Evangeline' is red to 
dark red compared to 'Veestar* which is red and to 
'Annapolis* which is orange red. Fruit colour of 
'Evangeline' is slightly uneven to even whereas it is 
slightly uneven in the references. Glossiness of fruit of 
'Evangeline* is medium compared to 'Veestar* which is 
weak.

'Evangeline' compared to 'Veestar* and 'Annapolis' which

'Evangeline' is moderately susceptible to powdery mildew 
compared to 'Veestar' which is moderately resistant. 
'Evangeline* is susceptible to red stele (race 2) whereas 
'Annapolis' is resistant. 

Origin and Breeding: 

'Evangeline* was developed from the cross 'K88-4* x 
'NYUS119* made in the winter of 1992. Selections were 
made on June 28, 1993 from a family of 160 seedlings at 
Sheffield Mills at the Sheffield Farm of the Atlantic Food 
and Horticulmre Research Centre (AFHRC). The main 
selection criteria were early mamrity and better fruit 
firmness. Since 1993, * Evangeline* has been propagated 
asexually by runners and has been maintained in a 
screenhouse at the AFHRC to ensure freedom from virus 
infection.
